Verdict of Suicide While of 
Unsound Mind. 


The inquiry into the death of 


Sergeant A. H. Blackman, who, 


until his death, was in charge of 
Sai Kung Police Station, was 
concluded by Mr. R. E, Lindaell 
at the Central Magistracy yester- 
day afternoon. | 

‘The jury returned .a yerdigt of 
suicide while of unsound «mind. 
They added a recommendation tha: 
when officers were posted 19 
lonely. stations they should pass 
some sort of medical examination 
ta determine their standard of 
physical fitness. 

The only witness called yester- 
day was Mr. W.°G. Gerrard, 
Assistant Superintendent ‘ of 
Police, North, who said Sergeant 
Blackman joined the - Hongkong 
Police Force about eight) years 
weo.’ Before going to Sai Kung he 
spent, practically all his time in 
the Water Police. He was an 
ex-Marine. 

In 1924 he went on leave for 


iften months, and he was sent to 


take charge of Sai Kung on 
November 8, this) year.* He 
applicd to be placed in charge 


ef astution in the New Territories 
two months before his  appoint- 
ment to Sai Kung. Witneva 
received his application, and ht 
agreed, but asked fur the transfer

tion of Crown rent was finished 
at the end of October.

The sergeant at Sai Kung was 
due for transfer, and’ witness

Witness: told him not to wait for 
wuyone, advising him-to take the 
muney on his way to hospital and 
if he felt well enough to pay it 
into the Superintendent of Im- 
ports and Exports.

report. z 
Half Burned Cigarette. 

In consequence of that repors 
witness went-.as quickly as por- 
sible to Sai Kung sation, arrivins: 
there about 10.45. The Buropean 
quarters were on the first floor 
of the station building, and con- 
sisted of three rooms. The 
Sergeant's: Bedroom was the’ end 
room at the Eust end of -the 
station. 

“When I entered I saw Sergeant 
Blackman’s body lying on the only 
bed in the room: He lay on his 
back, and the head was raised 
slightly higher than is usual, 
owing to the fact that he had iwo 
rather high pillows. He had.a 
revilver in his right hand, both 
hands being crogsed in front of 
his body. I was able to take the 
revolver from. his hand without 
difficulty.” 

It wus a police revolver of the 
Colt type, such as is issued to 
every European officer as part of 
his kit. In the left hand there 
was-a half burnt cigarette, held 
between the two first fingers, and 
T also found an unlighted match 


in the palm of his hand,” said Mr. 
Gerrard. : 

He also described the condi- 
tion of the body and the nature of 
the bullet wounds in the head.. 
He searched for the bullet, and 
jt-took some time to locate. It 
was found at the further end of 
the room, apparently having hit 
the door and bounced off again. 

_ Station Affairs in Order. 

Witness looked round to see if 
he could find anything to explain 
the Sergennt’s action -ay- he 
thought it appeared to be a case 
‘of suicide. He read some of the 
Sergeant’s. recent correspondence 
from his mother, sister and friend, 
but there was nothing in the let- 
ters to cause him any worry’ or 
mental trouble. : 

He had the body remaved from 
the bed and under the pillow he 
found the station keys. He woul! 
expect ‘a careful officer to keep 
the keys there during the night. 

‘Witness and. another officer 
checked the revenue money, 
amounting to something like $500, 
and also all the books and records. 
Everything svas perfectly correct, 


and everything was arranged very. 
methodically. The body was then 


removed from the station in # 
motor launch to the- mortuary. 
Mr, Gerrard: mentioned that. he 
had made careful inquiries in 
every possible direction and he 


could find nothing to show that. 


the Sergeant had been in hospital, 
and, there was. no evidence to

taking his own life, ‘or whether it. 


was suicide while he was of un- 
sound mind, ‘ ; 

Regarding the latter alternative, 
Sergeant Blackman was riddled: 
with disease, and on that parti- 
cular night he was in a very bad 
way with a high fever. It seem- 
ed more likely that in n fit of 
delirium he took his own life, If 
the jury found. there was any 
such delirium they would natur- 
ally bring in a verdict of suicide 
while of unsound mind. 

If ‘on the other hand they 
thought he intended to. shoot 
himself in cold blood, they would 
bring-in a verdict accordingly, 
If the jury wished to add any 
rider, elther regarding the number 
of Europeans 
concerning a medical examination 
for officers taking up positions at 
stations in the New Territories, 
they were quite at liberty to do 
sO. : 

After’ a short consultation the 
jury returned the verdict and 
recommendation ‘given above, and 
the Coroner intimated that their 
recommendation would be ° for- 
warded to the proper quarter,

Fire Dangers, — 


One of the greatest problems 
which faces our firedighting ser- 
vices whon dealing with outbreaks 
in the purely Chinese districts is 
caused by the type of tenement 
building, which in all too many 
cases ig such as greatly to 
obstruct and minimise the efforts 
of the Brigade. Apart fromthe 
flimsy character of many of the 
‘structures, and the splitting up of 
the buildings into woodan cubjeles, 
the majority of these places have 
narrow wooden staircases which 
are not only of a most inflanima- 
ble material, but which, by reason 
of their narrowness, act as fluex 
when there is anything like a 
strong: wind blowing, thus mate- 
rially helping in the spread of the 
flames; besides which, whole 
floors are often cut off and the 
escape’ of occupants mady extre, 
mely difficult. Happily, conerofe 
structures are ‘nuw coming mere 
into favour, and their advantages 
oyer the old type of building were 
clearly domanstrated a few days 
azo when on ontbreak geeurred tn 
Pirst Streal, This byilding,being af 
the new type, Wax se structurally 
designed as-to vendor relatively 
oasy the work of the firemen. No 
difficulty was experienced in run- 
ning a hexo up the stairs, with 
the result that the firemen were 
able to figh{ the blaze at close 
quarters and ‘tu confine it to 
the floor where the outhrogk 
originated. Thus, within twenty 
minutes of the appearance of the 
Byjgado on the spot, the fire was 
under cyarplote, control, whilst 
only one floor ayffered damage.

In-order to obtain a+clear idea 
of the causes of the present In- 
dustrial depression in Great 
Britain, it is necessary, Says 
Rarclay’s Bank Monthly Review, 
to take a wide survey. The fact 
should be recognised that ‘the 
dificultics are. manifold and com- 
plex and that it is only by attack- 
ing the problem in many direc- 
tions ‘that substantial pragress 
can be expected. The prevalent 


srftendency to relate the depression 


to one sole cause gives. a wrong 


impression as to ‘the. eomprehen-’ 


sive nature of the, task to be 
undertaken and weakens the’ in- 
dividual sense of responsibility 
for — contributing towards a! 
solytiod. Even among those who 
recognise the many aspects of the 
problem, there is still a marked 
tendéney to urge only the popular 
expedients, While the necessity 
for sacrifices may be admitted, it 
usually claimed that these 
aacrifices should “he borne by 
others, (and this widespread 
refusal to Cace realities in recons- 
truction © efforts.

ARCTIC TRAGEDY UNVEILED. 
th. 


Nearly 80 years after the myB- 
terious disappearance of the ill- 
fated Franklin expedition to dis- 
cover the North-West pasange, the 
bones of two of its members Have 
been found. ' 


The. dramatic 
made «in — stirringly’ 
language to the . ‘Royal 
Geogruphical . Socicty by _the 
Danish explorer, Dr. Knud Ras- 
mussen, ‘who incidentally threw 
fresh light on that obscure, grim ! 
tragedy of the frozen north. ; 


A> calrn. was built over the 
bodies as they lay, und the two 
flags——the British and the Danish 
hoisted at half-mast. 

“We were glad to feel, a8 they 
perhaps might have been glad to 
feel,” said Dr. Rasmussen, “that 
work for which they gave 
their lives was still going on.” 

While himself making the pas- 
sage in the course of a 3l4 years’ 
expedition, . principally to study 
the Eskimo, which he esmplected 
fast year, Dr. Rasmussen encoun 
tered, at Pelly Bay, an oid man 
named Igpiararsuk, : 

Iggiararsuk’s father had aetue 
ally met some of, Franklin's party, 
and had given the following ac- 
count to his son:— ; 

We were out hunting seal. 
Suddenly we heard the shouting 
of strange men from ‘the land 
“(this was King William's Island). | 

We ran up to them, and saw 
that they were white men. They 
were thin, with sunken cheeks, 
like starving men. ei 

We took them to our tent and 
guve them sen) meat and blubber. 
. They pointed toward the south, 
towards the Great Fish River, and 
made signa by which we under- 
stood that they had formerly been 
Many comrades together, but only 
few were left. 

Afterwards, ut another time, we 
found their ship. -It was out in 
the ice between King William's 
Island and Vietoria Land. 

Many dead men were on the’ 
ship and we could see that they 
had died of a sickpess. Also 
there was found a boat, ‘with six 
dead men; there was food enough, 
and jt seemed that these also had 
died of a sickness. : 

“(ygiararsuk then gave mie the 
position of"four different spots.” 
continued Dr. Rasmussen, “where 
lay the bones of Franklin's men. 
I sueveeded in locatings two of 
these places, one in King Wil- 
Ham's Islind, the other on the. 
shore of Starvation Cove, in the

Learning of the existence ofa 
strange, tribe in the Barren 
Grourds, Dr. Rasmussen made a 
toilsome sledge journey—occupy~ 
ing “two months—inland from 
Chesterfield Inlet, Hudson Bay. 

On the great lake of Yathkied 
he found a fribe no record of 
which had .ever appeared, and 
many of whom had never seen a 
white man. , 

An animal tribe, they wore $0 
ignorant of coast life that they 
asked what the‘horns of seal were 
like! “And when we happened 
to arrive with some walrus meat 
onour sledges they forbade.us to 
cut it up as they did not know 
what it was. 

Their mode of life is the most 


primitive that is known to exist, 


and everything seems to indicate 
that they are themselves a remain- 
der of the aboriginal Eskimos.” 
In his eight months’ journey by 
sledgé homeward-:bound, Dr. Ras- 
mussen followed the North-West 
Passage, and came into contact 
with many tribes which are al- 
most, if not-entirely, unknown. 
He Had continual . difficulties 
with the natives, who live in such 
a state of isolation that. any 
stranger is regarded ax an enemy. 
“In many places we found them 
still using bows and arrows," he 
said. 
“Jt ig hard to ‘imagine a corner 


of the world in’whieh people. had 


hover heard of the Inte war. But 
this was the. case with the natives 
here. ; 


“Ago general rule, they turned | 


out fullly armed to meet us, and 
we had to halt the sledge a good 
way outside their villages. 

“In some cases, Loo, on arriving 
at a settlement’ only: the women 
came out to receive us, the men 
being hidden

MAIL FROM SKIES, 


RELEASED LIKE BOMBS AT 
6,000 FEET. 


Experiments are being carried 
out, in the hope of evolving some 
method by which maila can be 
safely dropped from aircraft fly- 
ing ut-6,000 or 6,000 fect. . 

At present the technical detaila 
of the devices which have been 
tested are. being kept sceret,, but 
they are on the clockwork delay-~ 
ed-action principle. . 

The intention is that alr ¢x- 
pressés shall be akle to drop mail 
bags inte “pillar boxes”—dleax 
spaces -of the countryside, re- 
served for the reception of mails 
—without slackening speed and 
without haying to deseend to u 
low altitude. ”

dropping sight, The mail bags 
will fall earthwards like a stone, 
but, when, within» about 50 feet 
of the ground, a parachute will 
automatically come into action, 
nnd the bags will land gently.

CHINESE GETS THREE YEARS. 


The story of a Chinese who was 
shat while attempting to escupe 
over. a verandah was told at the 
Criminal Sessions this morning, 
before the Chicf Justice, Sir 
Ilenry Gollan. “The accused, 8 
Chinese named Fung Wong-sang, 
was charged with robbing the Po 
Tai pawnshop at Hunghom, of u 
large quantity of jewellery, to the 
value of $5,000, ‘in company with 
two othei's unknown. The jewellery 
included 240 rings, 148 ear-rings, 
139° bracelets, 30 gold. pendants, 
two strings of pearls, five pieces 
of jade, and 28 watches. The ac- 
cused plended guilty. . 

Stating the facts of the case, 
Mr. H. K. Holmes, Crown Solicitor, 
said on July 30th, at 5.15 p.m. 
four men entered the pawnshop, 
and bound and gagged the oc- 
cupants, after which they took the 
articles mentioned in the charge. 
The necused was arrested on 
August 13th, .and in the house 
where he was living was found 
gome of the stolen property, toge- 
ther with other miscellaneous 
jewellery. On attempting . to 
escape over i yerandah, a Chinese 
policeman fired at him, and in- 
flicted a wound. He had been in 
hospital for three months. , 

Sir Henry Gollan said it was a 
very: seyious case, and he took 2 
serious view of it, He had given 
very severe sentences in similar 
cases, He would, however, take 
inte consideration the fact - that 
prisoner had done whis best to help 
the police in the administration 
of justice,.and also the fact that 
he had been wounded. He would 
have to ge to prison for three 
years with hard labour.
